finall fall & decay af the ſame; I, not wallow ing in wealth, 
being farre from the abilitie of building a Temple of the 
Grecian Graces, haue according tomy lender facuitic fra- 
med a Figure fully fraught with the glorious giftsofa God- 
deſſe: more worthieto be purtraied with the cunuing pens 
cill of Protogenes,than ſo dimlie adumbrated with the run- 
ning penne of Agat harcus. V hich if it deſerue not to be ſci- 
tuated in the midſt of the Citie as the Grace Aue, norto 
bee placed on ſome high pimiacig as the Image of Miner- 
ua, yet it may be ſuſſered in the corners aud Si hurhesofthie 
ſamc inthe honour of Amicitia. Througli whote bencuo-

vpouthe face ofthe earth: the admiration thereof would be 
but vnpleaſant without ſome friend ts whome hee mig ht 
make relation of the ſame, 

Scipio Minor wheu he went fazth of his houſe at any time 
would earneſtly endeuour himſelfe to finde out ſome compa⸗ 
nie among whome hee would make one his familiar friend 
be foze he retourned home againe ; ſaping there is no better 
poſleſsion than the fruition of a friend. 

Titus V eſpaſianus the Emperoz on acertaine time finding 
by feeling his owne conſcience that he had not pleaſured any 
perſon the day paſſed,complained with this clauſe, Diem A» 
mici perdidi. I haue (ſaith hee) loſt a dap, by negleuing the 
duette of a friend, |

of Damon and Pithuas that it tranſlated his minde from 
being tirannous towards them, to become almoſt amozoug 
with them, as it map appeare by his owne petition, Rego wr 

me quoque in veftram amicitiam recipiatis, I beſceche pou 
(ſaith he) reccaue me alſo into your ſacred ſocictie. 

King Darius doubted not ta ſap, hee had rather enioy his 
kaithfull friend Zopirus free from wounded face and defoꝛmi⸗ 
tie, then a hundzed luch cities as Babilon with al their welth 
and ſupertluitie. 

Achilles being demaunded of Aiax, which were the 
greateſt labours that euer hee ſuſteined; anſwered the la: 
bours that hee endured fo: his friends. And beeing againe 
demanded of the ſame , what trauailes and paines ſeemed to 
- bimmolt pleaſant:ſai>, the trauailes and paines he twke fo? 

his friends. Signifping thereby,that a man indued with an 

beroicall heart ſhould alwaies bee inflamed with a deſire of 

doing good to his friend, And to the like end and purpoſe, a 

certain Þhiloſopher cõpared a perfect friend to a god pꝛo⸗ 

poztioned hozle in ſeauen pꝛoperties as followeth, hauing 

A little head [ by humble conuerſation. 
A ſharpe eare to be quick of hearing & ready at euery call, 
A ſoft mouth | to the end his tongue be temperate. 
A hard hoofe A to enduretrauaile. 
An open hand | to doo good deedes. 
A lure foote | tocontinew in amitie. 
A bay colour Cfoꝛ his good renowne. 
Some alſo affirme that true friends ought to bee like mul⸗ 
berie trees which bꝛing fooꝛth their fruite at ſuch times, that 
they neither feare the froſts of May, as the vines doo; noꝛ the 
miſtes of October, as the Peaches aud Quinces doo, Thus 
among the auncient Romaines aud Grecians friendſhip 
hath been had in great reverence , but thzow the iniquitie of 
our time it is now become, m rara ans in terris , that a 
man map as ſoone ſee a black Swan, as finde out a faith- 
full friend,

ſion, Firſt, whether the late famous Famelie of loue, which 
begã to creep in among vs, haue any fellowſhip with Friend» 
ſhip. Secddly, whether the Holy league may be linked in the 
golden chaine of charitie , oz contained in the ſiluer band of a- 
mitie. To them both J anſwere negatiuelp: and firſt as fo2 
the familie of loue , I thinke them fitter to be termedthe fa⸗ 
miliars of luſt, and of the familie of Luciter:they are a ſect gis 
uen to ſenſualitie, firred vp by ſome infernall Furie, to 
make a confuſion ofal things generallie, the which is lo odi- 
ous that as J loath to think of it, ſo wil J leaue to ſpeak ofit. 

And as foꝛ the holy league, which ſome call the helly lake 
oꝛ helliſh leg ion, how karre they are from amitie oz honeſtie, 
France can beſt Judge, ot whoſe lopaltie they haue had expe⸗ 
rience but to lately. The firſt oꝛiginal and birth of thẽ was 
like to an vntime ly monſter ripped out ofthe bowells of re⸗ 
bellion, and foſtered vp with the poyſoned teats of treaſon, 
and will be ſtill mainteyned by their miſtres abhomination, 
vntill the breath of Sods wzath wozke their deſtruction. 
Tlherfoze the Fricndſhip þ is ſpoken of in this place, is not 
the tirannicall friendſhip ok the holy league, noz the filthie 
friendſhip,of the falſe named familie ofloue,no} the froward 
friendſhip which a man may finde at Billingſgate fo a boxe 
on the eare , no} the pzofttable friendſhip which is among 
Merchants, noz the pleaſant friendſhip which is among 
Courcters , no} the common friendſhip which is among 
Clownesꝛdut it is the true, perfect, and vnfepnedfriendſhip, 
which is neither foꝛ plealure parte ly, no? fc; pjofit chiefely, 
but fo2 vertnes lake onclp, 
And becauſe no man ſhould be deceined as the Pointer who 
ſupyoſed lighe colours to be linnencloach, J haue ſet downe 
tertaine Articles, pꝛecepts, 02 ſtatutes ofthe lawe of A- 
mitie appertaining to the foꝛeſaid Figure : the which, who · 
ſocuer vooth not obſerue and perfozme, cannot obtaine the 
name of a ſincere friend.

Finally, they are all included in this definition, 
Fricndſhip is a perfect conſent and agreement with beneus- 
lence & charitiein all things, appertaining as well towards 
Gov as men, 

Theſe pꝛecepts duely conſidered,a true Friend may bee 
ealily diſcerned, & yet you may ſooner by definition declare 
what he is, thã by demonſtratiõ ſhew where heis:fo2 _ 
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ſhip doſeribed in this foune and ſaſhion hath bien 1 
as onc bantſhed from euerie Nation, not hauing any certain 
plate to matze aVove in: Nu not in Ronie; fox they are t 
couetaus, ſuperſtitious, and vainglozious ; Not in Turkicz 
koꝛ their Mahbomet is ta monſtraus: in India, they ate tos 
rude and barbarous, in Italy pꝛoud and ambitious, in Spaine 
diſdainkull, vile and vicious: in France craftie, fierce and furi⸗ 
dus: in Germ ame any Denmarke they dedicate themlelues 
to Bacchus. But J would J cauld iullly repozt our lelues to 
beclecre froin all theſe vices, & moze apt to embꝛace Friend- 
ſhip here in England: foʒ that it hath the name aud fame to 
be a moſt fourithing Jland, where religion bath appeared, 
where peace and concoꝛd hath been placed, and the people ac« 
counted bleſſed mame pcares; which God continue fo} euer. 
And here in this point, J cannot palle without ſome reuerkt 
and honozable mention ok the Qucenes moſt excellent Ma- 
ieſtie: neither can auie man ſufficiently admire the moſt abs 
ſolute and rare pcrfections ol her ighneſſe herolcall minde; 
by whole tegall bencuolence ⁊ bountie, full many are made 
happic, whole great mercie, abundant naturall cleinencie, & 
vnſpeakavie lenitie (euen towards her greateſt enemies) do 
merit immoꝛtal memozie. And ik J ſhuld particularly ſpeak 
of her Paieſties mightie Frienſhip to foꝛreine Dꝛinces : it 
IT ould declare her gracious inclination and reavineſſe in 
aiding the oppꝛeſſed: if J ſhould ſhewe her godlie zeale in 
plant ing the Goſpell : and to be ſhozt,if I could but in the 
leaſt part expꝛeſſe her pꝛincely care, pitie, and pietie towards 
her owne people and countrey, it woulde ſeeme luch,. and (s 
great, that it might well make all other Pꝛinces and Po⸗ 
tentates rather amazed to heare it, than apt to imitate it. 
TAhat ſubic> would not ſhew himſelfe as faichfullas Zopi- 

rus ? That Courtier would not contend to be as conſtant 
as 25 C urtius? That Noble man would not offer boch life and 
ſeruice, as farre foozth as Ring Codrus to the good of ſo gra» 
cidus a Gouernelle?

Conrt,thereſhould be no Gnatho ſo often with filed tongue 
flattering, no2 I hraſo ſo commonly with bꝛaʒen face bzag« 
ging: noꝛ Davus ſo continually with double heart diſſem · 
bling, Cutrifauourers and clawbackes, ſhould be contems 
ned as irkſome and perillous.: Sicophants and Shifters, 
ſhonld be pzonounced as exccrable c odious : Paraſites any 
platter-friends, ſhould be pꝛoclaimed as peſtilent and per- 
nicious. | 
In like manner inthe Citie, if they would whip out the 
ſpaniels that will fawne when they are emptie, and beat out 
the dogges that will bite when they are full, and feare away 
the crowes that will eate vp quicke bodies, and flap out the 
flies that will ſting Alexander, and tidde themſclues of the 
Friers fleas that are bed in euerie cozner; then ſhould they 
not haue ſo manie wilful murthers to moleſt them in the dap, 
no} ſo manie ſecret robberies to diſquiet them in the night 3 
then ſhould not our hearts be ſo much heated with hatred & 
ſpitefulneſſe,no2 our tongues ſo tipped with taunts and bit⸗ 
ternes, noꝛ our derds ſo diſtained with miſchiefe and nough⸗ 
tineſſe : then ould reaſon rule onely in the head, & treaſon 
chould be crood vtterly vnderfoote : then ſhould Cities bee 
gouerned peaceably, and people in all places liue pzoſperoul- 


lie: which God grantcontinually, 
FD neceſſarie, great £ infinit are the cõmodities of Fried- 
ſtip, that they ſeeme to take the Sunne outof the wozld, 
which would remoone Fricndihip from amongſt vs: with- 
out the which, nothing is ſo well Nai, but it may bee ſoone 
deſtroyed, nothing ſo ſtrong but it map eaſcly be beaten 
downe, nothing ſo firmly ſettled but it may be vtterly ſub⸗ 
uerted: yea without Friendſhip no houſe can be wel guided, 
no Citie well gouerned, no Countrey ſafe pzeſerued, no 
State long continued, no noz anie thing in the vie of man 
rightiy oꝛdered. It is ſo connenient fo the Court, and ſo fit 
fo? the Countrepʒ it is ſuch a treaſure abꝛoad in the warres, 
and ſuch an omament to che Citie in time of peace ; that as

Tully teftifteth, there is no gift giuen of God to man (Dap(- 
ence only extepted) moꝛe agreeable to nature, moꝛe comfozs 


table tothe heart, moꝛe pleaſant to the minde, oz moge pzofi- 


table to a Publique weale: although ſome rather regard ri. 
ches, other moꝛe eſteeme health, mante chieflie pꝛeferre ho- 
nour, moſt of all vainely delight pleaſure 1 but pet neither 
the vſe of riches, no2 the wozſhip of wealth, noz the pꝛaiſe of 
honour,no? the delight of pleſure,no2 the happines of health, 
may bee compared with Friendſhip: foz which way ſoeuer 
thou takeft, it curneth with thee : if thou goe foz ward it fol⸗ 


loweth thee: if thou call, it is at hand: ifthouloke fo2 it, it is 


linked vnto thee : in no place is it excluded, at no time out of 
ſeaſon, in no cauſe troubleſome: wherefoze it may be well 


ſaid, that wee vſe neither water. no2 fire, no2 earth, no} airc, 


in mote places than we do Friendſhip. Jt maketh pꝛoſpe⸗ 
ritie to ſyine molt glotous, and cauleth aduet ſitie to ſeeme 
nothing grieuous. It ſuffereth neither the heart to be daun⸗ 
ted, no the courage in any caſe quailed: wherefoze being ab: 
ſent, pet are they pꝛeſent: being needie, they haue inough: 
being pooze, they haue plentie: being weake, are ſtrong: pea 
and J had almoſt ſaid that which is moꝛe ſtrange, being dead 
are aliue: iuſomuch, that the death of the one ſeemeth bleſſed, 


and the life of the other nothing blemiſhed, ſo great is the ho⸗ 


noꝛ, ſo gracious the remẽbꝛance, ſo godly the ʒeal that is bꝛed 
in Friends one toward another, He ploketh vpon his kaith⸗ 
full Friend, doth behold a perfect patterne of his owne per⸗ 
ſon,bcing as it were an Alter ego, that is another himſelfe. 
hat was it that cauſed Phocion to ſay,he neuer denied any 
thing to his faithfull friend Nicoc les, was it not Friendſhipꝰ 
That was it that vigged Damon to yt elde himlelfe a pledge 
fo the like of his companion Pit hias, was it not Friendſhip? 
That was it that maued Titus to tome downe from the 
Bench ok authozitie, and accuſe himfelle to acquite i 
from miſerie, was it not Friendſſup? That was it that in· 
flamed Pilades to ꝑeſent his owne perſon to ſaue the life of
